Traps are baited with a mixed ball of peanut butter and oats weighing ~ 6 grams and 
are placed at field sites in the afternoons (after 3pm) and checked the following 
morning. Traps are usually checked within 1-2 hours after sunrise, rebaited and 
examined around noon and then closed and reopened in late afternoon. Trapping 
operations performed prior to June 21 and after September 21 have the added 
complication of cooler temperatures. Consequently, when trapping occurs at this 
time, cotton batting is added to Sherman traps to insulate captured animals. The 2 
(two) shrews referenced above were found deceased in the live animal traps.

Shrews have high energetic costs relative to other small mammal species. This may 
result in higher mortality among trapped individuals despite precautions such as 
checking the traps early, placement of adequate insulation material (bedding), and 
food in the traps.

The protocol entitled, “Effects of Ethanol on the Rodent Circadian Pacemaker” was 
approved on 02/25/2002. Approved number of Syrian hamsters: 184 (over three year 
period); number used during this reporting period: 12. Annual review of this project 
conducted on 1/09/2004. 

Lighting exception approved by the lACUC: animals are kept in either light-dark cycles, 
constant light, constant darkness, and brief light pulses for the circadian rhythm studies. 
Food is always freely available. 

Cage size exception approved by the lACUC: the cages are standard commercial cages 
designed for rats that the investigator has used for much of his circadian rhythm research. 
The lACUC agreed that the lack of Vi inch space is not detrimental to the health and well 
being of the animals. The animals have free access to a 14-inch diameter running wheel, 
giving them 7 inches of headroom while in the wheel; the wheel is about 4.25 inches 
wide. Animals are held in this innovative housing for a period of several weeks to 
several months, depending on the circadian rhythm experiment. The lACUC approved 
the use of “innovative primary enclosures that do not precisely meet the space 
requirements, but do provide the hamsters with sufficient volume of space and the 
opportunity to express species-typical behavior.”

4. Explain the procedure producing pain and/or distress. 

Animals are live trapped and released at capture site. A cotton nestlet is placed 
in each trap to occupy their time and to provide insulation. Sufficient food is 
placed in each trap for animals to maintain metabolism. Apple pieces are added 
for a source of moisture. Each trap is covered by a cedar shingle to keep the trap 
dry in wet weather and to keep direct sunlight off the trap.

Neonate pups are captured using a small boat and a 1-m diameter hoop net 
attached to a 2-m aluminum pole. Pups are spotted in the water with their 
mothers. Pup/mother pairs typically swim in straight lines; therefore, the 
investigator can predict when they will surface. Capture typically occurs ~5 
minutes after initial sighting. Once captured, an attempt will be made to capture 
the mother, so as to keep them together. If this is not possible, the research crew 
will make pup calls to keep the mother in the vicinity.

Description of calves used under ^‘Category E’’ from Form 7023 of 
USDA Annual Report: 

A study using 16 calves was conducted where pain or distress was induced and the use of 
appropriate anesthetic, analgesic or tranquilizer drugs were not used because they may 
have affected the procedures, results or interpretation of the study. Specifically, the 
research was to evaluate the ability of antibodies directed against newly discovered 
rotavirus antigens to protect neonatal calves against diarrhea, caused by bovine rotavirus, 
one of the leading causes of young calf morbidity and mortality. This was a pilot study to 
demonstrate ‘proof of concept’ of a potential product for the prevention of calf diarrhea 
caused by rotavirus. 


The protocol for the study was approved by the ImmuCell Institutional Animal Care and 
Use Committee, NY State Veterinarian and the USDA Animal, Plan t Health Inspectio n 
Service (APHICT The trial was conducted under the supervision of ^ 


(b)(6), (b)(7)(C) 



The study was conducted under “Category D” (ImmuCell Designation) where there was 
potential for chronic pain and discomfort with no anesthesia, or analgesic drugs. The 
study involved a ‘challenge-protection’ study in calves whereby they were challenged 
with a virulent strain of bovine rotavirus in order to induce transient, but severe diarrhea. 
The study intended to model rotaviral disease as it occurs in the natural setting. Animals 
receiving this challenge were either treated with one of two experimental antibody 
products, or a placebo treatment, and were evaluated for 5 days for clinical signs and 
laboratory parameters. Generally, newborn calves exhibit some naturally occurring 
diarrhea in the first few days of life due to either nutritional factors or microbial insult. It 
is unclear how much ‘pain’ the calf would experience during the clinical manifestation of 
the disease. It was likely that the calf would experience some pain as a result of the 
rotavirus challenge. Clinical dehydration was the measurement parameter of the study 
and if severe in the opinion of the supervising veterinarian, rehydration therapy would 
Have been instituted. Specific analgesia or anesthesia procedures may have influenced 
the outcome of the clinical measurements, and thus were avoided. If the clinical 
condition of each calf deteriorated substantially, the supervising veterinarian was 
provided with the option of terminating the observation period for the calf and 
euthanizing the animal.
